TALESMEN'S NAMES PUBLIC 


Accused Son Will Likely be Arraigned 


and Allowed to Enter Plea in 


Mcrning. 


On the eve of the 
beginning of the 


murder- trial which will probably go 
into the history of Rush counts" as 
one of the hardest fought legal bat- 
tles ever carried on in Rush county, 
attorneys for Paul Harris, who is 
accused of murdering the woman who 
gave him birth, and the attorneys who 
will prosecute 'him and' attempt to 
prove the charge made by the grand 
jury and the coroner, are prepared 
for the encounter of -wits. 


It was announced late today that 


Ed K. Adams of Shelbyville had been 
retained to assist in the prosecution. 


Paul Harris will likely be arraign- 


ed at the beginning of the trial to- 
morrow. At that time he will be al- 
lowed to enter a plea. It is generally 
the custom to go through this for- 
mality before the 
beginning of a 


criminal case but this was dispensed 
with iu this instance. 


Paul Harris, ivho will begin a fight 


for his liberty tomorrow, is said to be 
very calm andv unperturbed. 
He has 


not been out of the county jail since 
he was placed there Tuesday after- 
noon. May 7, 
shortly 
after 
one 


o'clock. 
Few people have 
visited 


him in his cell except his very close 
friends and relatives. 
His wife and 


her five-mouths-old baby have been 
at the jail almost daily to console 
him. 


Attorneys predicted this afternoon 


that it would require two days at the 
least to get a jury. 
Many things 


combine to 
make the task an es- 


pecially difficult one. Farmers 
are 


several weeks behind in their spring 
work and they resort to most any 
means to be free from jury sen-ice. 
There is such a wide knowledge of 
the ease because of the crime and 


• the standing of the family that it is 


believed by the lawyers in the ease 
that the selection of jurors to hear 
the evidence will be more of a job 
than it generally is in a murder case. 


The wild tales that have been cir- 


culated to the effect that the State 
has found earrings and other jewelry 
worn by Mrs. Harris are scouted by 
the attorneys for the defense. ' The 
stories that silverware 
and 
other 


valuables from Harris 
home 
have 


been found are said to be untrue. 


Late'Tuesday afternoon March 12, 


parts of Mrs. Harris' body were 
found in the little that remained of 
the beautiful country home. Tues- 
day, April 23. the coroner returned a 
verdict after a six'weeks' investiga- 
tion. The contents were suppressed 
but the coroner said he fca/d found 
Mrs. Harris was murdered. Tuesday, 
May 7, two weeks later, the grand 
jury returned an indictment.

in Juvenile Court on Incorrigi- 


•bility Charge. 


PROBATE OFFICER REPORTED 


Tragedy in Which Howard McDaniel 


Met Death From Bullet Oc- 


curred February 28. 


Interest in the Carthage tragedy of 


February 28, in which Howard Mc- 
Daniel, age thirteen, was killed by a 
bullet from a .32 calibre revolver, 
held by Roy Liuscott, age fifteen, was 
revived today when the two boys, 
Roy Liuseott and Carl Walker, were 
tried in juvenile court before Judge 
Blair on the charge of incorrigibility. 
The trial lasted the entire day and 
will not be completed until 'a late 
hour this afternoon. 


Some .time ago Judge Blair ap- 


pointed Howard Barrett, as. probate 
officer to investigate the ease. Mn 
Barrett made his report to the court 
this morning and it is understood the 
affidavit against the boys charging 
them, with iueorrigibility was filed on 
the strength of his report. It is gen- 
erally understood 
that the grand 


jury of the February 'term of court 
returned an indictment against the 
boys, but as they are. uiid-er sixteen 
years of age they could not be tried 
on a felony charge. It was for this 
reason that Judge Blair appointed a 
probate officer. 
In case 
ihe court 


inds them incorrigible they will be 
sent to Plainfield. 


Both of the boys were on the wit- 


ness stand this afternoon. The com- 
mon story of the affair has been that 
they were scuffling over the revolver. 
The two boys denied this. They said 
their was a scuffle, but it was not 
over the possession of the revolver. 
Carl Walker told the court that there 
ivas a friendly mix-up and that Lin- 
scoit placed his arm around Mo-Dan- 
iel's neck, while iu possession of the 
.run. 
The revolver 
rested'-on Mc- 


Dauicl's left breast and was fired. 
According to Walker the boys had 
3een in the habit of carrying revolv- 
ers. He related an incident that oc- 
curred in school. 
Some money was 


stolen and the principal searched all 
[he boys. That day Walker had the 
revolver with him and the professor 
found it and several others. The re- 
volver was given back to him after 
school. The defense showed the court 
that the boys were working'and help-' 
ed support their mothers. 


The trial began shortly after court 


convened this morning. John Cheney, 
prosecutor of this district, represent- 
'd the State. Probably one hundred 
witnesses were called by both sides. 
Jasper Parrish, marshal of Carthage 


s one of the first to testify. 
He 


stated that frequently he had 
sent 


:he Linscott boy home after eight 
o'clock at night and on different oc- 
casions had tried to catch Carl Walk- 
er and Linscott stealing milk, but was 
unsuccessful. 
In his opinion both 


laid bad reputations. 


William Bandy,. president" of the 


Carthage school board, stated that 
r.e had seen young Linscott smoke 
cigarettes and from all he had heard 
be was of bad reputation. Mrs. Bun- 
dy told the court that 'her niece.had 
caught' Linscott raising her laundry 
bill. She admitted that the amount 
of money obtained was very, small. 


Dora Garden testified she saw the. 


revolver with which Howard McDan- 
iel was killed, in the possession of 
Roy Linscott at school on the day of 
the shooting. On cross examination 
she/stated that she did not know that 
twelve revolvers were found in the 
Carthage schools. 


Allen Kewsome stated,that both the 


boys had bad reputations, but were

motorman December 10, 1911. 


Sparks is well known here, having 


been transferred to the Greensburg 
division a few months ago. He has a 
brother Albert Sparks who works for 
the I. & C. The plaintiff in the suit 
las not ac-ted as a motorman for the 
[. & C. since the accident. 


According to the complaint Sparks 


was running car Xo. 312 from Indi- 
anapolis to Greensburg and it was 
ichednled to arrive in Greensburg at 
7:30 p. m. The

.reensbnrg at 6:20 p. m. on

date 
for Indianapolis struck or 


caught a mast arm which supports 
/he trolley to the 
messenger 
wire 


above it, 
causing it to break and 


:he two ends 
were left 
suspended 


over the track, the complaint says. 
This trouble occurred at a point 2,- 
000 feet west 'of Logan's stop. 


When Sparks took the siding 
at 


Lewis Siding, the first stop west of 
Shelbyville, the train dispatcher or- 
dered him to lower the "bow" on 
the car when he reached the Logan 
stop and slide under, riie plaintiff al- 
.eges. 
The 
momentum of the ear 


would, of t-ourse. be a-rciit enough to 
:-urry the car under the broken trol- 
,ey. 


The plaintiff further avers 
that 


ivhen he .reached this place he did as 
directed and the lights in the car and 
the headlight went out and on ac- 
count of this he could see nothing in 
front of him. The broken ends of the 
trolley wire struck the glass in the 
front of the car as he passed under 
causing some of the broken glass to 
fly into his face, cutting it and injur- 
ing his eyes, according to the allega- 
tions of the complaint. 
From that 


place the conductor had, to run 
the 


car into Greensburg'on account of the 
serious aaid painful wounds Sparks 
had received. Sparks asserts. 


The plaintiff is now suing the com- 


pany claiming that they knew of the 
accident and realized in how perilous 
a position he would be 
placed in 


coasting under the broken wire.

eatur county but now 
makes his 


home in Shelbyville.

FACED CHAIR WITH COMPOSURE 


KING OF BELGIUM 


Who Is Preparing to Bring 
Suit to Defend Good Name. 


As He Said He Would, the Cambridge 


Preacher Who Foully Destroyed the 
Life 
of Trustful 
Sweetheart, 
oT 


Whom He Had Grown Weary, Walk- 
ed to Instrument of His Own Death 
Without Apparent Tremor. 


Boston, May 21.—In the state prison 


early this morning Clarence V. T. 
Richeson, a former Baptist clergyman, 
the self-confessed murderer of Miss 
Avis Linnell, his former sweetheart, 
whom he killed to conceal her condi- 
tion, for which he was responsible, 
and to get her out of the way before 
his marriage to another young woman, 
for which wedding the invitations sad 
been extended, was put to death "by 
electricity. 
At 12:10:02 o'clock the 


electrician threw a lever that sent a 
current of 1,900 volts of electricity 
through the condemned man's body 
as he sat strapped in the chair. The 
first shock caused instant death, and 
after an examination by the physician 
in attendance, Richeson was pronounc- 
ed legally.dead at 12:17. 


Richeson went to his death with 


composure, as he said he would. He 
stepped from his cell into the- corn- 
dor and through a door into the death 
chamber. 
When he had taken thir- 


teen paces he was in front of the elec- 
tric chair. He took his seat in it, the 
straps and electrodes were quickly put 
in place. The four guards who had 
accompanied him from his cell, and 
Chaplain Stebbins, who preceded him 
into the room, stepped back. Warden 
Bridges raised his cane as a signal, 
and in the next second Richeson's 
spirit had left his body. 


Wore Ministerial Garb. 


The condemned man was ready to 


meet Ms fate when the guards went 
to his cell. He walked erect and un- 
assisted between the guards. He look- 
ed directly ahead and after reaching 
the chair, sat down in it and then 
closed his eyes, never reopening them. 
Richeson did not wear the usual garb 
which is given to a prisoner before he 
goes to his death. He wore ministeri- 
al attire, black frock coat and trou 
sers, white vest and starched shirt, 
containing gold studs, his customary 
turned down collar and black bow tie 
and black low-cut shoes. 
Richeson 


shook hands with William A. Morse, 
his counsel, when he left the cell, and 
remarked, "I'm ready." 
He was al- 


most smiling when he reached the 
electric chair. 


Outside the prison there was but a 


small gathering of people. The gates 
of the yard were closed and no one 
was permitted to enter who did not 
have business there. Just before mid 
night the legal witnesses reached the 
prison and were introduced to eac! 
other. They went into the warden's 
office and met some of the other fif 
teen men who were to witness the 
electrocution. Electrician Currier was 
in the room behind a screen, and when 
the warden raised his cane threw.the 
switch that sent the condemned man

Richeson was in a much weakened 
condition. Dr. J. I. McLaughlin, the 
prison pftysician, examined Richeson 
closely, but did not detect anything 
unusual in the man's condition or 
state at mjnd. To the reporters Dr. 
McLaughlin said that while the con- 
demned man was weak from lack of 
nourishment, he was in good shape 
and in no danger of collapse. 


When the clergyman informed the 


prisoner that it was to be his last day 
on earth, Richeson received this fatal 
Information with composure; In fact, 
he was much less disturbed than was 
his spiritual adviser.

Alfalfa may be successfully raised 


on almost any type of soil, provided 
that it is well drained, sweet, free of 
weeds, and well supplied with organic 
matter and mineral plant food. Good 
drainage must 
be provided. The 


ground must be free of weed seeds. 
If the soil is sour, it must be limed 
before alfalfa can do well. Soil lack- 
ing in fertility should be well manur- 
ed, as alfalfa requires large amounts 
of plant food. 


Inoculation of the soil will general- 


ly be necessary and must not be neg- 
lected. Soil from a good alfalfa field 
or from a place where sweet clover is 
growing should be used for inocula- 
ting. The best land' on the 
farm 


should be used for the first trial of 
alfalfa. 
If successful, it will pay 


better than any other crop.

Philadelphia, May 21.—After refus-

improbable the congress will order 
the coinage of 3-cent 
pieces 
and 


half-cent pieces, since a bill making 
provision for additions to the Ameri- 
can coins has been passed by the 
house. A similar bill is pending in the 
senate. 


The treasury department has with- 


drawn its opposition tos the proposed 
new coins. George E. Roberts, direc- 
tor of the mint, has suggested that 
one of the new coins be made with a 
scalloped edge, and the other perfor- 
at<I, like the Chinese coins. 


Concerning the need for the new 


coins the committee's report says: 


"Almost every civilized country in 


the world has one or more coins in- 
termediate in value between our 1- 
eent piece and 5-cent piece, and also 
one or more coins of a value, approx- 
imately, equivalent to the half-cent 
or less. 


"The coinage of the half-cent piece 


is desirable for reasons
